We  are  daily  pressed  upon,  by  collectors 
ol  coins  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
either  by  letter  or  in  person,  for  speci¬ 
mens  of  pattern  pieces  of  coins,  and  rare 
types.  A  tew  of  these  have  been  in  every 
case  issued  some  of  them  got  into  the 
hands  of  dealers  and  are  sold  at  excessive 
prices.  I  propose,  with  your  approbation, 
to  check  this  traffic,  and  at  the  same 
time  gratify  a  taste  which  has  lately 
increased  in  this  country,  and  seems  to 
be  increasing  every  day,  namely  by 
striking  some  of  each  kind  and  affixing 


a  price  to  them,  so  that  the  profits 
may  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Mint 
Cabinet  of  Coins  and  Ores  which  is  the 
property  of  the  United  States;  an  exact 
amount  of  which  will  be  kept  and 
rendered  to  the  Department. 

The  presently  offered  specimen  of  the  1827 
Restrike  Quarter  was  probably  an  early 
impression  from  the  dies,  as  it  is  struck 
from  very  lightly  rusted  dies  and  has  excep¬ 
tionally  brilliant  surfaces.  Its  pedigree 
can  be  traced  to  the  R.  L.  Miles  Collection, 
and  it  is  one  of  only  nine  known  specimens. 
The  issue  is  of  virtually  the  same  rarity  as 
the  1827  Original  Quarter,  a  specimen  of 
which  is  on  the  market  at  a  price  approach¬ 
ing  six  figures.  To  own  a  coin  of  this  mag¬ 
nitude,  a  truly  romantic  issue,  would 
represent  a  gratifying  experience  for  the 
connoisseur  of  American  numismatic  rarities.

Sir, 

We  are  daily  pressed  upon,  by  collectors 
of  coins  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
either  by  letter  or  in  person,  for  speci¬ 
mens  of  pattern  pieces  of  coins,  and 
rare  types.  A  few  of  these  have  been  in 
every  case  issued— some  of  them  got  into 
the  hands  of  dealers  and  are  sold  at 
excessive  prices.  I  propose,  with  your 
approbation,  to  check  this  traffic,  and  at 
the  same  time  gratify  a  taste  which  has 
lately  increased  in  this  country,  and 
seems  to  be  increasing  every  day,  namely 
by  striking  some  of  each  kind  and 
affixing  a  price  to  them,  so  that  the 
profits  may  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
Mint  Cabinet  of  Coins  and  Ores  which  is 
the  property  of  the  United  States; 
an  exact  amount  of  which  will  be  kept 
and  rendered  to  the  Department. 


The  presently  offered  specimen  of  the  1827 
Restrike  Quarter  was  probably  an  early 
impression  from  the  dies,  as  it  is  struck 
from  very  lightly  rusted  dies  and  has  excep¬ 
tionally  brilliant  surfaces.  Its  pedigree  can 
be  traced  to  the  R.  L.  Miles  Collection, 
and  it  is  one  of  only  nine  known  specimens. 
The  issue  is  of  virtually  the  same  rarity  as 
the  1827  Original  Quarter,  a  specimen  of 
which  is  on  the  market  at  a  price  approaching 
six  figures.  To  own  a  coin  of  this  magnitude, 
a  truly  romantic  issue,  would  represent 
a  gratifying  experience  for  the  connoisseur 
of  American  numismatic  rarities  16,500.00 
1828  Fine  (15)  25c  over  50c.

We  are  daily  pressed  upon,  by  collectors 
of  coins  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
either  by  letter  or  in  person,  for  speci¬ 
mens  of  pattern  pieces  of  coins,  and 
rare  types.  A  few  of  these  have  been  in 
every  case  issued— some  of  them  got  into 
the  hands  of  dealers  and  are  sold  at 
excessive  prices.  I  propose,  with  your 
approbation,  to  check  this  traffic,  and  at 
the  same  time  gratify  a  taste  which  has 
lately  increased  in  this  country,  and 
seems  to  be  increasing  every  day,  namely 
by  striking  some  of  each  kind  and 
affixing  a  price  to  them,  so  that  the 
profits  may  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
Mint  Cabinet  of  Coins  and  Ores  which  is 
the  property  of  the  United  States; 
an  exact  amount  of  which  will  be  kept 
and  rendered  to  the  Department. 

The  presently  offered  specimen  of  the  1827 
Restrike  Quarter  was  probably  an  early 
impression  from  the  dies,  as  it  is  struck 
from  very  lightly  rusted  dies  and  has  excep¬ 
tionally  brilliant  surfaces.  Its  pedigree  can 
be  traced  to  the  R.  L.  Miles  Collection, 
and  it  is  one  of  only  nine  known  specimens. 
The  issue  is  of  virtually  the  same  rarity  as 
the  1827  Original  Quarter,  a  specimen  of 
which  is  on  the  market  at  a  price  approaching 
six  figures.  To  own  a  coin  of  this  magnitude, 
a  truly  romantic  issue,  would  represent 
a  gratifying  experience  for  the  connoisseur 
of  American  numismatic  rarities  16,500.00 
1828  Fine  (15)  25c  over  50c.

In  the  interim, 
19,250  were  struck  at  San  Francisco  using 
the  Paquet  reverse.  When  word  reached 
the  mint,  most  of  these  were  melted  and 
recoined  using  a  leftover  regular  reverse 
die.
